Let 
the prospective concessionaires pay for the coveted privileges. 
themselves if the Colombians insist on selling, and let there be 
HO hypocrisy about the sordid transaction.

'But if the Colombians are wise they will not part with their, 
lands regardless of what the United States Senate may do with 
the treaty. They will ?Jiow Amcrirr.n or other prospective oil 
producers to make use of their nutuial resources and require in 
return paymeni of the annual rental value of the bare land only. 
That will" ensure proper use of the lands and a fair revenue to 
the nation without surrender to private monopoly. 


And it will save the United States from the disgrace of as- 


sisting predatory interests under pretense of making reparation 
for a wrong.
